This is a decision on the PETITION TO WITHDRAW THE HOLDING ABANDONMENT, filed 
November 11, 2003 for failure to respond to the office action dated March 31, 2003. Applicants 
assert that a proper, timely response was sent out through Facsimile Transmission on July 30, 2003.
